THE PROBLEM OF 
SWEETS FOR CHILDREN 


Under the abovo title has been pub | 
lished a report of the Committee on 
Nutritional Problems of the American 
Public Health Association. Judging 
from the quantity of conrespondence 
we receive, asking for information on 
thif subject, we believe that our read 
ers will be interested in having a sum 
mary of this authoritative report 

The report points out our need for 
several substances in our foods, and 
the danger in allowing a one-sided 
food such as pure sugar, to take the 
place of the many-sided foods. It is 
stated that while bread-stuffs’ and 
meats are desirable foods ‘they can 
never make a properly-balanced diet, 
and least of all for a growing child, 
even though a hardy explorer may be 
able to live for a long time on such a 


ciet without showing or feeling any — 


| noticeable injury” It is emphasized 
that fruits and vegetables, in provid 
ing the necessary minerals and vitam 
ines ate “protective foods’ as they 
protect us from all the ill effects re- 
sulting from the lack of such sub- 
stances when we live too largely upon 
tread-stuffs and meats. The 


gar as it now comes into commerce 
is the most completely devoid of pro 
teins, vitamins, and mineral elements 
cf all the foods which we give our 
children. From the nutritional stand 
point, therefore it would seem that 
sugar should be of all foods the most 
cautiously used in feeding children 
‘est it displace too much of the food 
which can do what it cannot, in sup 
plying the proteins, vitamins, and 
mineral elements which children need 
sc urgently and so abundantly for 
their healthy growth and develop- 
ment” 

It, is pointed out that in nature su- 
gar ig not found in concentrated forms 
,and that too much sugar may spoil 
| the appetite for valuable foods with 
less pronounced flavour “in general 
| the proper place of sugar...... is not 
in such concentrated forms as candy 
nor in the indiscriminate and ex- 
,ceasive sweetening of all kinds of 
‘foods, but rather as a preservative 
\and flavour to facilitate the introduct 
on into the child's dietary of larger 
' gmounts of the fruit and milk, the im 
portance of which to child health has 
been increasingly emphasized with 
each year’s progress in our know- 
ledge of nutrition

This latter factor is 
the only one that has prevented this 
sort becoming ont of our leading var 
ietias. 

Renfrew is a late maturing variety 
that produces wonderful yields in dis 
tricts where it will mature. Its late 
maturity makes it a very risky variety 
fo use in the park belt of Alberta .
